That  night’s  interview  betwean 
- our  Lord  and  Nicodemus  was  a re- 
markable  one  insaveral  respects. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  one  so 
high  in  tiia  religious  counsels  of 
the  Jaws  should  be  moved  to  such 
attention  to  Jesus;  and  then  the 
conversation  is  intensely  interest- 
eating because  of  the  suhiima  im- 
portance of  its  teaching.  Our 
Lord  had  been  preaching  tbe  gos- 
pel of  Ills  kingdom  about  one 
year.  Most  ef  that  time  had  been 
given  to  Galltlee.  Wonderful 

doubtless  had  reachrd  ther  capital 
concerning  this  remarkable  proph- 
et and  His  work.  Unquestionably 
the  subject  bad  been  brought  be 
fore  the  religious  court  of  which 
Nicodemus  was  a member.  Per- 
haps already  conflicting  opinions 
agitated  that  body.  Could  we 
know  the  secret  ofthat  k'anh<"drim, 
what  a revelation  would  we  have 
of  perplexing  controversy  even 
then  dividing  the  ’rulers  of  the 
Jewe’  into  partite,  some  a'ternat- 
mg  between  hope  and  tear,  and 
others  moved  by  envy  and 
rage. 

Now  tbe  Worker  ia  tn  Jerusalem. 
With  extraordinary  zeal  He  had 
gone  boldly  inte  the  temple  and 
driven  out  the  unholy  gang  of 
moneychangers  and  the  traffickers 
in  sacrificial  victims.  The  multi- 
tude had  gathered  admiringly 
about  Him.  Charmed  with  His 
discourse,  many  belioved  on 
Him  The  city  was  intensely 
excited.  Nicodemus  determined 
to  know  the  stranger  prophet.  For 
prudential  reasons,  probably,  he 
comes  to  Je«us  by  night — perhaps 
just  from  some  hastily  eonvened 
and  stormy  sessioa  of  the  Sanhe- 
drim. Perhaps,  John,  whose  pen 
alone  records  the  interview,  was 
present. 

In  seeking  an  explanation  of 
this  interview,  we  must  not  forget 
that  we  have  only  an  outline  of 
the  conversation.  Hence,  the  ap 
parent  abruptness  whieh'character- 
ixes  the  record.  The  courteous 
manner  in  which  Nicodemus  ad. 
dressed  our  Lord  manifests  a re 
spect  and  candor  on  his  part  high- 
ly commendable.  The  solemn  and 
startling  words,  “Verily,  verily.  I 
say  unto  thee,  except  a man  be 
born  again  he  cannot  see  tho  king- 
dom of  God,”  were  probably  an 
answer  to  some  inquiry  concerning 
that  kingdom,  which  was  tho  theme 
of  Hie  preaching.  The  response 
of  Nicodemus,  “How  can  a man 
be  born  when  he  Isold?”  was  no 
outburst  of  scornful  sarcasm.  It 
was  rather  the  amazed  ut- 
terance of  one  who  sup- 
posed he  was  a citizen  of  God’s 
kingdom  by  virtue  ef  his  birth, 
llis  conception  of  that  kingd-m 
was  that  of  his  nation  In  his 
thought  the  '"ingdom  embraced  the 
people  horn  of  Abraham.  He  could 
have  readily  seen  how  the  Gentile 
must  go  through  a second  birth, 
symbolized  by  the  rite  of  circum- 
cision, in  order  to  attain  to  it« 
citizenship;  but  when  the  univer- 
sal proposition,  “except  anyone 
[tii)  be  born  again,”  is  advanced, 
be  is  startled.  He  could  conceive 
of  no  way  for  a Jew  to  become  a 
citizen  except  tbo  nataral  birth  of 
his  mother.  Jesusfurther  enmrcei 
and  explains  His  meaning  in  the 
following  conversation,  of  which 
verse  5 is  the  beginning:  “Verily, 
verily,  I sey  unto  thee,  except  one 
be  born  of  water  and  the  Spirit,  he 
canndt  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God.  That  which  is  born  of  the 
flesh  is  flesh,  and  that  which  is

which  livoth  and  abide! h.  * * * 

And  this  is  the  word  of  good  tid- 
ings' which  was  preached  unto 
you.”

This  interpretation  assigns  aq 
unusual  significance  to  the  word 
•water.’  It  is  not  the  ob"iou«  idea 
conveyed  Gy  that  word  generally.
